Jo In early December the North Korean 2 Corps left the Chakang area for Yangeu 
via Changpyong, by truck as far as Hichons they went the remaining distance 
on foot, traveling only at night. Unidentified Chinese Communist units 
totaling 150,000 men who were completely armed also moved through Chakang 
Province to the south. They were followed by 200,000 Chinese Communists, 
only 10 percent of whom were equipped with rifles,
